2 {cured from your (1ght,becauſelreceined a bngy entertainment in a forraine Climate, 
| =o WW AR which conld not attaine to any (though neuer fo meane) place at home, yet haucl held 
os > of ar tony > = | 
vp my head within this Horizon, andnot altogether beene vnaffected elle where. Since 
ſome part of my poore labours haue found fauour in the greateſt part of Europes,and 
beene printed in cight moſt famous Cities beyond the Seas. viz : Paris, Antwerpe, 
Collein, Nurenburge, Franckfort, Liepſig, Amſterdam, and Hambsr ge: (yea and ſome of 
them alſo authorized vnder the Emperours royall priuiledge,)yert 1 muſt tell you, as I haue beene a ftranger; 
ſohauel againe foundſtrangeentertainment fince my recurnezelpecially by the oppoſition of two ſorts of peo- 
plethat ſhroude themſelues vnder the title of Muſitians. The firtt are ſome ſimple Cantors,or vocall fingers,who 
though tliey ſceme excellent in their blinde Diuiſion-making,are meerely jgnorant,cuenin the fuſt elements of 
Mulicke,andalſo in thetruc order of the mutation ofthe Hexachord inthe Syſkeme, (which hath ben approucd 
by all thelearned and skiltull men of Chriſtendome,this 800 yecres,) yet doe thele fellowes giue their verdict 
of me behinde my backe,and ſay,whatIdoe is aftertheold manner: but [ will ſpeake openly to them, and would 
hauerhem know tharthe proudeſt Cantor of them, dares nor oppoſe himſelfe face to face againſt me. The ſecond 
are young men, profeſlors of the Lute, who vaunt themlſclues, to the diſparagement of ſuch as haue beene 
beforc their time, (wherein I my ſelfe ama party) thatthere neuer was the like of them. Totheſe menI1 ſay little, 
becauſe of my loue and hopeto ſee ſome deedes enſue their braue wordes, and alſo being that here vnder their 
ownenoſes hath beene publiſhed a Booke in defence of the Viol de Gamba,whercin not onely all other the beſt 
andprincipall inſtruments haue beene abaſed, but eſpecially the Lute by name the words,to ſatisfie thee Reader 
I haue here thovght good to inſert, and are as followeth: From th, the flatefull Inſlrament Gambo Violl, 
ſhall with eaſ, __ full various and dexicefull Maſicke as the Lute: for bere Iprote#t the Trmnie of Muſuke, Parts, 
Paſſion, tr Dexiſuen, ts be as gracefully vnited in the Gambo FViol, as in the moſt receined Initrument that &, Exc. 
Which Imputation,methinkes,thelcarneder ſortof Muſicians ought not tolet paſſe vnanſwered. Morcouer that 
here are and daily doth come into our moſt famous kingdome,diuers ſtrangers from d the ſeas, which 
ancrre before our owne faces, that we haue no true methode of application or fingering ofthe Lute. Now if theſe 
©3.1ant yong Luteniſts be ſuch as they would haue the world belecue,and of which I makenodoubtr, letthemre- 
member that their skill lyeth notintheir fingers endes:Cucullus new facit Monachnmr. | wiſhfor the Honor therfore 
and generall benefit of our Countrie,that they vndertake the defence of their Lute profeſſion,ſecing that ſome 
of them aboue other, haue moſt large meanes, conuenient time, and ſuch encouragement as I neuer knew an 
hauc, belceue we ifany of theſe obieQions had beene made when thoſe famous men lived which now are thought 
worthy ofno fame, notderogatingfromtheſe skillfullmen preſenr;l dare affirme thattheſe obicQions had beene 
anſwered to thefull,and I makeno doubt but that thoſe few of the former time whichliue yet, being thar ſome of 
them are Batchelors of Muſicke, and others which aſſume vnto themſclues to be no lefle worthy, wilbe as for- 
ward to preſcruetheir reputation. Perhaps you will ackeme,why Ithart haue trauailed many coutries,and ought 
to haue ſome experience, doth not vnder goe this buſines my ſelfe?I anſwere that want abilitic, being Iam 
now entered intothe fificth yeare of mine age:ſecondly becauſe want both meanes, leaſure,and encourage- 
ment. But (GentleReader to conclude,although abruptly)this worke of mine, which I here have publiſhed, con- 
rainethſuch things as I my ſelfe haue thought well of, as being in mine opinion furniſhed with varictie of marter 
both of Iudgement and delight,which willingly I reterre tothe friendly cenſure, andapprobation ofthe skilfull ;
